Plans for 660 
new homes on 
our doorstep

LUTON could be set to bear the 
brunt of 660 new homes on its roads 
and GP surgeries - while the council 
tax raised from the new residents 
would go to a neighbouring council. 

This week a planning application 
was submitted for the hundreds of 
new homes, which would be located 
between the village of Cockernhoe 
and the egde of the town. 

But despite its close proximity to 
Luton, the application falls under the 
areas of North Hertfordshire District 
Council. 

This means should the application 
be approved, North Herts would get 
the rich reward of council tax from 


the homes, while infrastructure in 
Luton, such as the roads and GP sur¬ 
geries, would be heavily used by resi¬ 
dents of the new homes. 

Councillor Tom Shaw, Luton 
Borough Council’s portfolio holder 
for housing, told Luton on Sunday: 
“It’s frustrating we get nothing from 
these developments, but it’s not the 
only one. We’ve got developments to 
the north that will fall on Luton 
infrastructure too while the council 
tax goes to Central Bedfordshire. 

“There’s a duty to co-operate with 
the council now, so North Herts will 
be forced to talk to Luton Borough 
Council and listen to our views, so we 
will see what happens.” 

The scheme would however see 
investment in play areas, contribu¬ 


tions to new schools and investment 
in public transport and cycle links. 

The application was submitted by 
The Crown Estate, which also owns 
Regent Street in London and much of 
the nation’s seabed. 

The group has carried out two con¬ 
sultations with local residents. 

Steve Melligan, strategic land man¬ 
ager at The Crown Estate, said: “This 
scheme will have an extremely posi¬ 
tive long term impact for the area, 
helping to meet local needs for new 
housing and bringing forward invest¬ 
ment in local services.” 

Councillor Shaw added: “The infra¬ 
structure around that area will have 
to be updated, 100 per cent. 

“The roads around that area are 
already very busy with the airport.” 


Clampdown on hours ‘harsh’ say bar where axe was found 


A BAR where an axe was found outside 
following a brawl has been ordered to 
shut earlier and employ more security 
staff - a move the venue has described as 
‘heavy handed’ by police. 

The Bedfordshire Police Licensing team 
launched a review of the Kabanas Bar at 


the West Side Centre in Bury Park after 
violent disorder outside the venue in the 
early hours of July 23. 

The bar has now been ordered to close 
at 3am instead of 5am, and also increase 
the number of door staff from two up to 
five. 


But Mani Kese, a director of the bar, told 
Luton on Sunday the decision was harsh. 

He said: “This is unfair and quite heavy 
handed. The fight was after the bar closed 
and outside the premises. We have lost 
customers already because of this.”

Sister’s ‘not 
guilty’ plea 
to murder 

A WOMAN has denied 
murdering her sister at 
the family home. 

Sabah Khan, 26, is 
accused of killing older 
sister, 34-year-old 
Saima, shortly after 
11.30pm on May 23. 

Saima, a care worker 
and mother-of-four, was 
found lying in a pool of 
blood outside the home 
in Overstone Road, 

Luton. 

The younger sister, 
who lived with the family 
at the address, appeared 
at Luton Crown Court on 
Wednesday to deny the 
murder charge. 

She was remanded in 
custody and will appear 
again to stand trial on 
November 21. 

Court date 
set for A34 
crash trial 

A MAN accused of caus¬ 
ing the death of four 
members of a family has 
appeared in court. 

Tomasz Kroker 
appeared at Reading 
Magistrate’s Court on 
Friday, charged with four 
counts of causing death 
by dangerous driving 
and one of causing inju¬ 
ry by dangerous driving. 

Tracy Houghton, 45, 
from Dunstable, her two 
sons, Ethan, 13, and 
Joshua, 11, and her part¬ 
ner’s daughter Aimee 
Goldsmith, 11, died in 
the eight vehicle colli¬ 
sion on the A34 in 
Berkshire on August 10. 

Mr Kroker will next 
appear at Reading Crown 
Court on October 10. 


LUTON Town fans are 
mourning the loss of one of 
their own after the death of 
club legend Dave Pacey. 

The former Hatter, who is 
the only player to score for 
Luton in an FA Cup Final, 
sadly passed away aged 79 
on Tuesday after a battle 
with Alzheimer’s. 

Tributes have been pouring 
in for the player who was 
born in the town and used to 
stand on the terraces at 
Kenilworth Road as a child. 

Supporter Norman Davie 
wrote on Facebook: “I lived 
next door to Dave and played 
football with him in the park 
near Kent Road. He was a 
lovely fellow. God bless.” 


Fellow fan John Orr added: 
“Very sad news. I watched 
him play many, many times 
as a kid from the terraces.” 

Dave’s son Mick thanked 
fans for their comments, 
saying: “Dad passed away 
peacefully after finally 
losing his long and unfair 
battle with Alzheimer’s. A 
truly talented gentleman 
who was loved by so many, 
he will be sorely missed.” 

After making his debut on 
Christmas Day 1957 in a 3-0 
defeat to Manchester United 
at Old Trafford, Dave went 
on to play 280 times for 
Luton, scoring 19 goals. 

His Hatters highlight was 
being part of the team to 
make the 1959 FA Cup Final 
against Nottingham Forest 
at Wembley Stadium. 


Although the day ended in 
a 2-1 defeat, Dave did make a 
goal in front of the watching 
Queen Elizabeth II and the 
Duke of Edinburgh. 

Pacey left Luton in 1965 
after 280 appearances and 
19 goals, and spent three 
years at Kettering Town 
before hanging up his boots. 

He continued to play 
though in his spare time, 
turning out for the team at 
Electrolux where he worked. 

A Luton Town spokesman 
said: “Everyone at 

Kenilworth Road has been 
saddened to learn of the 
death of Dave Pacey, a true 
‘local boy made good’ who 
scored in an FA Cup Final. 

“Our thoughts and condo¬ 
lences go out to all Dave’s 
family and friends.”

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Dog was stabbed 
and shot to death

A DOG was brutally stabbed 
multiple times and then shot to 
death the following day after 
spending the night in agony. 

The senseless murder of the 
male Akita dog is thought to have 
happened in woods near Hilltop 
Court in Luton two months ago. 

The dog appeared to have been 
stabbed at around 9pm on July 
17, but after surviving the night 
was then fatally shot three times 
the following evening. 

The body was found on July 22, 
after which post-mortem exami¬ 
nations found the Akita, thought 
to have been called Zeus, had 
numerous stab and gunshot 
wounds. 

Now the RSPCA has issued an 
appeal for anyone with informa¬ 
tion to come forward, after a 
police investigation failed to 
trace a suspect for the crime. 

An RSPCA spokesman said: “We 
have been able to ascertain that 
the dog was named Zeus and was 
around five years old. 

“His body was found half-bur¬ 
ied in the woods with his legs tied 
together. 

“We have managed to piece 
together Zeus’s last moments 
from witnesses who heard what 
is described as ‘a commotion’, 
cheering and gunshots from the 
woods on the evenings in ques¬ 
tion - however, we have not been 
able to find out who was respon¬ 
sible for this senseless act. 

“Zeus would have been terri¬ 
fied, and would have been in 
pain and suffering for 24 hours 
after he was stabbed and before 
he was shot. 

“This is a very distressing inci¬ 
dent which will no doubt horrify 
people, particularly those who 
live nearby.”

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Town fans lead calls 
for stadium support

MAKE Luton thrive - that is the message 
from a football fan group that want non¬ 
supporters to back plans for two Hatters-led 
regeneration projects, including a new sta¬ 
dium, which could pump £250m into the 
local economy and create 10,000 jobs. 

A public consultation is underway on appli¬ 
cations for a 17,500-seat arena at Power Court 
and Newlands Park at J10 of the Ml, which 
will include a 1,800-capacity music venue, 
apartments, shops and an IMAX cinema. 

Politicians and Premier League stars are just 
some of the people that have given their back¬ 
ing to the proposals, while a social media 
campaign has gathered pace to get people 
throughout Bedfordshire to join fans in writ¬ 
ing to Luton Council before September 30. 

By Wednesday afternoon, the authority had 
received 2,052 representations - an increase 
from just over 1,200 last Friday - after pam¬ 
phlets containing supportive letters from 
Luton manager Nathan Jones and club legend 
Mick Harford were distributed to nearly the 
8,097 in attendance at the win against 
Wycombe last weekend. 

Club chief executive Gary Sweet said the 
plans could, ‘put some pride back’ into town. 
Supporters’ Trust spokesman, Kevin Harper 
told LoS “I spoke to a lot of people at the Hat 
Factory, in particular, that weren’t football 
fans but wanted to see the town thrive. Some 
didn’t understand everything that was going 
on. We want more people in Luton to under¬ 
stand it and also appreciate that it isn’t all 



about the club, but the community as well.” 

Hatters players past and present - including 
two of the club’s most expensive exports, 
Curtis Davies (now at Hull) and Andre Gray 
(Burnley) - are unanimous in their support. 

Prominent community representatives have 
also chimed in and Luton South MP Gavin 
Shuker told Luton on Sunday: “These are 
exciting plans for the club and the town. . . I 
have submitted my own supportive response 
to Luton Borough Council, and I encourage 
my constituents to do the same.” 

Chief executive of Bedfordshire Chamber of 
Commerce, Cheryl Smart MBE, said in her 
letter to the council: ‘This town has been old 
and tired for so long and now it’s our chance 
to lose the ‘crap town’ title’. 

Mr Harper, added: “Hopefully the town will 
thrive off the back of a football club that is on 
the up as well.”

Chaos in Calais 

THE decision to build a wall in Calais 
is the latest in a long line of wrong 
moves made in the ongoing scandal 
of the British and French authorities’ 
handling of the plight of refugees in 
Northern France. 

The chaotic situation in Calais is a 


symptom of a problem; neither 
dismantling the camps and removing 
the last scraps of dignity and security 
from their residents nor building a 
wall will solve that problem. 

Only through cross-border political 
cooperation can we hope to alleviate 
this global humanitarian crisis. 

We need to realise that those seek¬ 
ing refuge in the UK are not desperate 
to come here; they are simply desper¬ 
ate. Successive governments have 
utterly failed to fulfil their responsi¬ 
bilities towards the vulnerable people 
who find themselves in the camps - 
especially unaccompanied children. 

Many of those in Calais have a legal 
right to live in the UK. 

The slow speed at which their 
asylum claims are being dealt is 
inexcusable. 

History will not judge our nations 
kindly if French and British govern¬ 
ments refuse to work together 
constructively on this issue. Attacking 
the symptoms will never solve the 
problem. 

As a symbol, the Trumpian wall is 
an emblem of the ongoing campaign 
by far-right groups to dehumanise 
refugees. 

As a security solution, it’s a hugely 
expensive sticking plaster that will 
force more refugees into the hands of 
criminal people smugglers and see 
desperate people take even greater 
risks. 

To borrow a phrase from Ronald 
Reagan, I say: Mrs May, tear down 
this wall! Or, better yet; don’t 
construct the monstrosity in the first 
place.

Butfe^teeRronS, 


OUR blogger this week has 
really got us in a flutter. Tyrone 
Capel is one of Whipsnade 
Zoo’s butterfly keepers - and 
has his hands full with more 
than 500 of the delicate¬ 
winged insects. But they are 
not the only creature he is 
reponsible for... 



AS a butterfly keeper at 
ZSL Whipsnade Zoo I care 
for more than 30 species 
of butterfly, comprising 
around 500 individuals at 
any one time, that all live 
inside our new Butterfly 
House. 

My daily routine usually 
begins with checking the 
temperature within the 
house, where it should 
ideally be between 23 and 
30 degrees Celsius. 

Following these checks 
we let out our butterflies 
that have newly pupated, 
this will normally be just a 
couple but sometimes it 
can be up to 30 butter¬ 
flies! 

Later in the morning I 
will go to check on our 
group of five West African 
dwarf crocodiles - we 
have two adults and three 
young babies that were 
born in June - and clean 
the windows of their 
exhibit and the filtration 
system in their pool. 

The crocs are fairly low 
maintenance though as 
the adults only need to eat 
once a week (usually 
roach and crayfish and the 
occasional treat of a rat!), 
while the babies are fed 
crickets more regularly 
while they are growing. 

It will then be my job to 
water all the plants within 
the house and replace the 
butterfly food, which 
consists of fruit, sugar 
water and bee pollen. 

As we are constantly 
breeding our groups of 
butterflies and moths I am 
also responsible for check¬ 


ing their progress as they 
develop through their life 
stages, which is egg to 
caterpillar (or larva) to 
pupa to butterflies. 

Currently we have 
around 50 giant atlas 
moths, one of the largest 
moth species in the world, 
which are at the larva 
stage and are busy 
destroying the leaves on 
their trees and plants! 

Throughout the rest of 
the day much of my time 
is taken by pruning the 
plants within the butterfly 
house - due to the warm 
climate in the house the 
plants grow very fast so 
we have to do a lot of 
pruning! 

The last of my jobs once 
the public have all left for 
the day and the butterfly 
house is locked up is to 
log any updates concern¬ 
ing the butterflies on the 
zoological information 
management system 
(ZIMS), which is vital as it 
helps record all data from 
temperature to water 
quality to monitoring the 
number of butterflies 
within the house. 

All of this information 
can be used to closely 
monitor any changes or 
developments in the 
house. 

The life of a butterfly 
keeper is always interest¬ 
ing with everyday having 
its own challenges to keep 
you on your toes and keep 
you busy right to the end 
of the day, until the follow¬ 
ing morning when it all 
begins again...

Police make presence felt in bid to tackle FGM 


A DEDICATED team of police 
officers were on duty at Luton 
Airport on Monday as part of a 
nationwide week of action 
tackling female genital mutila¬ 
tion (FGM). 

The officers were stationed at 
the airport throughout the 
afternoon and evening, speak¬ 
ing to families arriving back in 


the UK in case of any concerns 
about FGM, providing the 
opportunity for any disclosures 
to be made, and handing out 
information booklets about the 
crime. 

Detective Sergeant Elaine 
Cook, who led the operation, 
said: “Put simply, FGM is child 
abuse. It is a tortuous crime 


that inflicts needless pain and 
abuse on young women, physi¬ 
cally and mentally scarring 
them for life.”

In a statement the airline 
said that uncertainty which 
came about from Britain 
voting to leave the European 
Union is the reason for the 
company leaving Luton 
Airport. 

The statement read: “The 
outcome of the EU referen¬ 
dum in June has played its 
part in long term uncertainty 
for the airline industry and 
hence has required a detailed 
analysis of this new environ¬ 


ment. Consequentially La 
Compagnie will focus on the 
Paris - New York route for the 
foreseeable future, with a 
view to reassessing the 
London landscape in the 


future.” A spokeswoman for 
London Luton Airport 
Limited said it is disappoint¬ 
ed the airline has stopped the 
hub’s only transatlantic 
flight.

The criminals who

JAMES Hanratty: it’s a name 
most people from 
Bedfordshire will know. 

But this convicted murder¬ 
er took on national signifi¬ 
cance on April 4,1962, as one 
of the last people to be 
executed in the country. 

Hanratty was the subject of 
one of the biggest murder 
investigations of its time 
after the notorious A6 
murders a little over 55 years 
ago - on August 22, 1961. 

After a 21-day trial - the 
longest in British legal histo¬ 
ry at the time - he was 
convicted of the murder of 
Michael Gregsten by the side 
of the A6 in Clophill, after he 
had abducted Mr Gregsten 
and his mistress Valerie 
Storie at Dorney Reach, 
Buckinghamshire. 

Hanratty was also convict¬ 
ed of raping Miss Storie and 
shooting her five times, 
which left her paralysed until 
her death in May this year. 

Hanratty was the last and 
almost definitely the most 
infamous person to face the 
executioner in Bedford. 

NICK SMITH trawls the 
history books: 

■Jack Day - March 29,1961 

Dunstable man Jack Day 
walked to the gallows after 
being found guilty of killing 
a man named Keith Arthur,

who he found at his home 
talking to his wife. 

Day suspected she was 
having an affair and shot Mr 
Arthur. 

Despite Day alleging that 
the gun went off by accident, 
he was found guilty of 
murder and hanged. 


■William Henry Cooper - 
November 26,1940 

Twenty-four-year-old 
William Henry Cooper was 
found guilty of the murder of 
John Joseph Harrison, killing 
him in a field in Thorney, 
Cambridgeshire.

Thomas Pierrepoint, uncle to 
Albert, one of the most 
infamous British execution¬ 
ers. 

■ Walter Osmond 

Worthington - July 10,1935 

Walter Worthington 
murdered his second wife, 
28-year-old Sybil Emily 
Worthington, shooting her 
with a shotgun at The Meads 
in St. Ives. 

Worthington claimed that 
the gun went off accidental¬ 


ly, but was convicted and 
hanged. 

■Alfred Arthur Rouse - 
March 10,1931 

Arguably the second most 
well-known execution to 
take place in Bedford, after 
Hanratty, Rouse was convict¬ 
ed of the ‘blazing car 
murder’. 

Police believe that Rouse, 
seeking to fake his own 
death, picked up a hitch¬ 
hiker before knocking him 


out and then burned his car 
with the man inside on Guy 
Fawkes Night, 1930. 

Police were unable to iden¬ 
tify the victim, which is in 
part why the murder drew 
national and later interna¬ 
tional attention. 

■William Benjamin Reeve 
- November 16,1915 

Reeve shot and murdered 
his wife, Harriett Reeve, at 
their home in Plantation 
Road, Leighton Buzzard, on 
July 5, 1915. He attempted to 
commit suicide but survived, 
and was executed five 
months later. 

■ Arthur Covington 
December 3,1895 

Arthur Covington, 27, was 
convicted of the murder of 
his cousin, 20-year-old Effie 
Burgen, in June and was 
sentenced to death. His 
defence of insanity was 
rejected and he was executed. 

■William Worsley - March 
31,1868 

Worsley, 45, was the last 
man to be publicly executed 
at Bedford County Prison, in 
front of around 4,000 
people, after being found 
guilty of the murder of 
William Bradberry. 

The final public execution 
in Britain happened just 
under two months later, 
when Irish republican bomb¬ 
er Michael Barrett walked to 
the gallows on May 26 at 
Newgate Prison in London.

Strong blues base 



THIS is a live show that will perk both 
your curiosity and your emotions. 

Ma Polaine’s Great Decline will be 
heading along to renowned Luton music 
venue The Bear Club to showcase their 
inventive songwriting.

GADGET fans around the world 
over were in mourning in 1999 
when actor Desmond Llewellyn 
died aged 85 in a car accident 
while driving back from a book 
signing. 

For those who don’t know 
their Bond, do pay attention! 
Llewellyn played the original Q 
in 17 of the 007 films, during 
which Q spends most of his time 
being exasperated with Bond’s 
lack of respect for a range of 
government-supplied kit.

POLITICIANS often hope 
hindsight will give their careers 
a historic gleam but poor old 
Neville Chamberlain, British 
Prime Minister from 1937 to 
1940, has yet to enjoy such a 
boost.

lfred Hitchcock 
has been dead for 
nearly 40 years but 
his reputation as 
one of the world’s 
greatest film directors survives 
very much intact. 

But the cigar-chomping 
mogul was not always grateful 
for his early years spent 
working in London, where he 
established himself before 
moving to Hollywood in 1939. 

The Vertigo and Dial M for 
Murder director once told US 
reporters that in London “the 
sky was always grey, the rain 
was grey, the mud was grey and 
I was grey”. 

Hitchcock had a lot to thank 
the capital for; he directed over 
20 films within it during the 


first few decades of his career, 
using familiar backdrops such 
as Trafalgar Square, Piccadilly 
Circus and the Royal Albert 
Hall. 

But who could blame him for 
preferring the Californian sun? 
For the next forty years he 
worked with some of 
Hollywood’s biggest stars 
including Cary Grant, James 
Stewart, Ingrid Bergman, Grace 
Kelly and Janet Leigh, who 
starred in his greatest critical 
and commercial success, the 
1960 thriller Psycho. 

While living in Los Angeles 
Hitchcock developed a taste for 
grand residences and eventually 
bought a seven-bedroom 
colonial-style mansion in Bel 
Air. 


But when living in London 
his home was much more 
modest. From 1926 until 1939 he 
lived in a shabby maisonette flat 
at 153 Cromwell Road in 
Kensington complete with 
threadbare carpets and wonky 
furniture. 

The property, which was on 
the second and third floor of the 
house, was where Hitchcock 
both worked and lived, usually 
dressed in his favourite blue 
silk pyjamas and matching 
dressing gown.

Citroen’s new experience 




BY CHRIS RUSSON 

A FUTURISTIC take on executive 
motoring will be revealed by 
Citroen at its home motor show in 
Paris at the end of the month. 

The CXPERIENCE concept car is 
a plug-in hybrid which makes the 
most out of the latest technology 
inside and out. 

It also marks the debut of what 
Citroen is calling its Advanced 
Comfort programme which is 
designed to filter out almost all 
external noise and road undula¬ 
tions for a serene drive. 

The concept car will be revealed 
on September 29 at the start of 
this year’s Paris Motor Show - 
Europe’s top motoring event in 
2016. 

At 4.85 metres in length and two 
metres wide the CXPERIENCE is 
longer but narrower than the 
likes of a BMW 3 Series yet with a 
low roof line, short front and rear 
overhangs and a wheelbase of 
three metres it looks stylish and 
purposeful. 

Its sleek design makes the most 
out of the windows which include 
concave glass in the tailgate to 
help aerodynamics. 

While much of the vehicle is 
pure concept - such as the 
vertical lift rear doors - the nose 
gives a clue to the next generation 
Citroens with a narrow grille and 



double layered LED headlamps. 

The tail lamps are also state-of- 
the-art and use laser fibre optics. 

Other innovations include 
cooling flaps in the front apron 
which open and close at speed to 
minimise drag and a moveable 
fin mounted on the tailgate. 

More tangible features are 
Citroen’s first petrol-electric 
plug-in hybrid powertrain and 
advanced connectivity. 

Starting the car, controlling the 
air conditioning or adjusting the 
seats can be done from a smart¬ 
phone or tablet. 

The plug-in set up mates a 
petrol engine with an 80KW 


electric motor through an eight- 
speed automatic transmission 
and together they produce 300 
horsepower. 

It can run for 37.5 miles purely 
on battery power - more zero 
emission range than the current 
crop of most PHEVs. 

Recharging takes 4.5 hours from 
a standard power point - 2.5 
hours from a quick charger. 

Citroen was the pioneer of 
smooth running with its 
hydropneumatic suspension first 
introduced in the 1950s and the 
CXPERIENCE brings that right up 
to date with a system that 
‘cocoons’ the cabin from noise 


and road surfaces. Citroen 
describes it as a hydraulic 
cushion. 

Inside, the instrument panel 
features a large 19-inch touch¬ 
screen with a split-display func¬ 
tion and while the use of cameras 
in place of the rear view mirrors 
is still some way off the car is 
fitted with Citroen’s 
ConnectedCAM wide-view dash- 
cam system. 

Linda lackson, Citroen’s chief 
executive, said: “The Citroen 
CXPERIENCE CONCEPT car 
challenges convention to express 
a new vision of executive hatch¬ 
backs.”

THE new Ford Focus RS is not 
just a hot hatch - it is a four- 
wheel-drive monster that 
delivers supercar pace and 
power for family car money. 

Pound for pound few cars 
on the road can match it and it 
really is a supercar you can use 
every day. 

It looks great, sounds fabulous 
as well as being affordable and is 
almost as practical as any other 
Focus. 

This is the third Focus to sport 
the RS badge and it is powered 
by the same 2.3-litre EcoBoost 
engine that features in the 
company’s Mustang muscle 
car, but it has been tuned even 
further to deliver even more 
power. 

With 345bhp on tap the fastest 
ever RS model sprints to 62mph 
in just 4.7 seconds and thunders 
on to an impressive 165mph. 

And thanks to its clever four- 
wheel drive system you can 
keep it in a straight line. It looks 
mean from any angle and other 
motorists are instantly aware 
that the RS is no ordinary Focus. 

It stands out thanks to a huge 
grille with matt black surround, a 
front splitter, muscular and 
bulging wheel arches and a 
substantial tailgate spoiler that 
helps to keep it glued to the 


road. Large 19-inch alloy wheels 
and twin tailpipes help to create 
a rally car look but all the design 
features have purpose. 

The interior is also pretty 
impressive with body-hugging 
Recaro sports seats, a new flat- 
bottomed steering wheel, alloy 
pedals and the RS blue colour 
scheme. 

You also get an extra bank of 
gauges and Ford’s SYNC 
connectivity system which 
provides access to audio, sat 
nav, climate control and mobile 
phones via voice control or the 
eight-inch colour touchscreen 
and the Sony 10-speaker sound 
system. 

Wedged into the Recaro seats 
you can then select from a num¬ 
ber of drive modes designed to 
turn the fun up another notch. If 
on the other hand you are not in 
the mood, the RS will cope with 
everyday motoring. 

The RS will always attract 
attention because of its macho 
looks and distinctive soundtrack 
but it is happy enough to go 
about its business within the 
speed limits. But when you do 
decide to have some fun it is 
magnificent. 

You would need to be on a 
track day to fully appreciate all 
the driving modes and that is 
where you will need to go if you 
really want to play hard safely.

TOP SAFETY SCORE FOR NEW RENAULT SCENIC

THE all-new Renault Scenic, which goes on sale in the UK later this year, has received a five-star safety rating from the independent 
organisation, Euro NCAP. 

It rated highly with a 90 per cent score for adult occupant protection, 82 per cent for children and 67 per cent for pedestrians. 

Renault claims the latest Scenic is amongst the best in its class when it comes to passive safety features. 

It uses a structure consisting of reinforced steel skirts, side members, windscreen pillars and posts, allowing it to protect the lives of 
occupants inside the safety cell. 

Parts of the structure are “ultra-high elastic”, with each square millimetre able to resist up to 120kg of pressure. In addition, crumple 
zone steel located outside the passenger compartment allows for an impact to be absorbed, thus also protecting the lives of occupants 
inside the safety cell. 

It is also fitted with two curtain airbags for the first and second rows and two lateral airbags in the front. 

The new Scenic also comes with additional gear such as hands-free parking, lane departure warning, lane keeping assist, adaptive 
cruise control, fatigue detection warning and an active emergency braking system with pedestrian detection.

UNHAPPY Hatters boss Nathan 
Jones was left to lament his decision 
of not selecting Glen Rea to anchor 
his midfield from the start of the 
game as his side slipped to a disap- 
pointing2-l homedefeatto Grimsby. 

For the second time in three games 
he felt the need to replace Oily Lee 
with Rea in that role, while leading 
scorer Danny Hylton was also forced 
off at the break with a worrying facial 
injury. 

Jones ( pictured ) said: “Danny 
Hylton picked up a knock on his face, 
so whether it was an elbow or some¬ 
thing we don’t know and we just felt 
it was better because he wasn’t right, 
just in case he got another knock. 

“And then we brought on Isaac 
(Vassell) - the other one was tactical 
- and I’m fed up of making early 
tactical decisions in that position so 
something has to change. 

“I’ll probably beat myself up about 
that because Glen Rea’s been away, 
he’s had two games, but when he 
plays he gives us that aggression, he 
gives us that real defending nous in 
there which is what you need from 
that position, it isn’t just a free-play¬ 
ing midfield player, it’s a real impor¬ 


tant role, so that’s my fault there.” 

Jones handed skipper Alan Sheehan 
a surprising start at centre-half for 
his first appearance of the season 
after suffering a calf injury in the 
warm-up of the opening game of the 
season at Plymouth. 

And Jones admitted replacing the 
in-form Scott Cuthbert with summer 
signing Sheehan had been a tough 
call, saying: “It was a big decision 
and one of the most difficult ones I’ve 
had to make, but I felt it was right in 
terms of the balance and so on. Until 
I watch the video I won’t know if it 
was a good decision, or a bad one.” 

However, he had no real qualms 
with the end result on the day as he 
admitted his side hadn’t been ‘good 
enough’. 

He added: “We weren’t at it today. 
We didn’t defend well enough, we 
didn’t play well enough, we didn’t 
have enough intensity about us 
because they weren’t great goals 
from our point of view. It’s a scruffy 
one the first one and a tap in and 
then that one is from a counter 
attack, which we’ve worked on 
because we know they’re a counter¬ 
attacking side as well and then to 
allow him the free header... 

“They’re bad goals to give away 
from us but all credit to them they 
came, they did a job and, as I say, I 
can’t not say that they deserved the 
victory.”

FORMER Luton target Omar Bogle showed 
what the Hatters missed out on as his double 
propelled Grimsby to a deserved 2-1 victory 
at Kenilworth Road yesterday. 

The Mariners bossed the first half and led at 
the break thanks to former Solihull Moors 
striker Bogle’s first. 

And although Town were much better second 
half and levelled through sub Glen Rea’s first 
professional goal, the visitors caught them on 
the counter as Bogle headed home his second 
goal as former league leaders Luton fell to 
third. 

To make matters worse, leading Luton scorer 
Danny Hylton was taken to hospital with a 
facial injury. 

Town made one change from last week’s 4-1 
home demolition of Wycombe, fit-again skip¬ 
per Alan Sheehan making a somewhat 
surprise start as Scott Cuthbert dropped to the 
bench. 

An awful defensive error saw the Mariners 
threaten after just four minutes as Bogle was 
slipped through, but he could only scuff wide 
when he should have at least hit the target. 

Pelly Ruddock-Mpanzu’s misplaced header 
then fell to Bogle who raced forward before 
rolling the ball across for Luke Summerfield to 
run on to, but his stinging 20-yard shot was 
bravely blocked by Sheehan. 

Luton were struggling to get into the game 
and had Christian Walton to thank midway 


through the half when Dominic Vose’s long- 
range effort took a wicked deflection off 
Johnny Mullins and the stopper did brilliant to 
tip it over the bar. 

The Mariners continued to press with Vose 
stabbing a dangerous cross just wide before 
they deservedly took the lead on 29 minutes, 

A half-cleared corner resulted in some pin¬ 
ball in the box with the ball eventually falling 
to Bogle to stroke into the gaping net. 

This finally stirred the Hatters into life as 
good work from Cameron McGeehan saw him 
release Hylton and his burst into the box and 


cross was deflected into the side netting. 

Luton were lucky though to finish an awful 
half with 11 men on the pitch when Shaun 
Tuton got free and was brought down by seem¬ 
ingly last man Sheehan, but he was shown just 
a yellow card. 

In need of new ideas a double change at the 
break saw Glen Rea and Isaac Vassell come on 
for Oily Lee and Hylton. 

But it was Grimsby who threatened first as 
Tuton was just unable to get on the end of a 
cross that skipped across the box. Bogle then 
burst clear again and forced a good low stop 


from Walton before Vose lashed wide. Finally, 
Luton started to roar into life, as good work by 
Mpanzu resulted in James McKeown produc¬ 
ing a brilliant stop from Jack Marriott’s snap¬ 
shot before McGeehan headed just wide from 
a cross. 

With the game opening up Jordan Cook 
slipped Marriott through, but his first touch 
took him wide and his low shot was well saved 
by McKeown. 

The keeper was at his best again as Mpanzu’s 
clever chip set Marriott away once more and 
McKeown stood up well to turn his shot away. 

However, the Hatters did level on the hour 
when Mullins teed Rea up on the edge of the 
box and he drilled home into the bottom right- 
hand corner through a crowded box. 

Ashley Chambers’ ambitious volley was easy 
for Walton while McGeehan just couldn’t force 
the ball home from Cook’s teasing cross. 

With the chances flowing at both ends, 
Summerfield’s effort from the edge of the box 
dipped just wide while Vassell steered a gilt- 
edged opportunity over the bar from Marriott’s 
cross with 19 minutes to go. 

For all their pressure Luton got hit with a 
sucker punch with eight minutes to go when 
everyone let sub Kayden Jackson’s cross go and 
Bogle stole in to head home. 

Jackson threatened again as he teed up Vose 
whose shot fizzed inches wide before Vose 
turned provide only to see the unmarked 
Chambers flash wastefully wide. 

McGeehan and Vassell couldn’t force home 
Marriott’s cross at the death, while McGeehan 
flashed a header from a corner just wide as 
four minutes were added. 

Marriott’s deflected shot was easily saved 
and Vassell couldn’t direct late sub Alex 
Gilliead’s cross goalwards as Town’s three 
game winning run came to a soggy end.
